Prohibiting His Majeſties Subjects to Enter into the Service of F oreign Princes and States.

bereas the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty hath been Advertiſed, That divers of 
bis MPajeſties Natural bozn Subjects, as well Pariners as others, have and 
daily do depart this Kingdom, and betake themſelves to the Service of Fozeign 
Fax: P2inces and States without Licence had and obtained in that behalf from His 
MPajeſtp, in manifeſt Contempt of His Royal Authozity, tending to the Diſ- 
ſervice of His Majeſty, and Pzejudice of His Kingdoms, Dominions and Coun⸗ 
tries: Foz Redzeſs Whereof fo2 the pzeſent, and foz the pzeventing the like Miſ- 
chief foꝛ the future, the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty by this His Royal Pꝛo⸗ 
| clamation by and with the Advice of His P2zivy Council, doth ſtreightiy Pꝛohi⸗ 
bit and Fozbid all and every Perſon and Perſons of what Quality, Degree, oz Condition ſoever 
(being His Majeſties Natural bozn Subjects) from Entering into, oz Liſting themſelves in the 
Derviceo2 Pay of any Fozeign Pzince oz State; And doth hereby ſtreightly Charge and Command 
them and every of them upon their Bounden and Known Duty and Allegiance, That they oz any of 
them do not from hencefozth withdzaw him oꝛ themſelves, oz depart from this his Majeſties Ring; 
dom of England, oz any other his Majeſties Realms oꝛ Dominions, foz oz in Oꝛder to the En- 
tering oꝛ Liſting him oz themſelves into jay, oꝛ other wiſe betake Him oz theniſelves to the Service of 
any FozeignPaince oꝛ State either by Sea o2 Land, Without due Licence firſt had and obtained in 
that behalf: To all which His Majeſty will expect, and doth Require due Obedience and Confozmity, 
and doth hereby Publiſh and Declare, That all Offenders to the contrary ſhall not only incur 
His Majeſties juſt Difpleaſure, but be pꝛoceeded againſt by Seizure of their Goods, Perſons and 
Eſtates, and otherwiſe accoꝛding to the utmoſt Severity of Law. And further His Majeſty doth 
hereby Authozize and Command all and every His Governours, and other Officers of his Fozts, 
and all and every the Captains, Maſters, and other Officers Serving and Employed in any of His 
Majeſties Ships oz Ueſlſels at Sea, and all other His Majeſties Subjects whatſoever whom it may 
concern, from time to time to Stop and make Stay of all and every fuch Perſon and Perſonsas 
ſhall endeavour to Tranſpozt, oz to Enter oz Liſt him oz themſelves into the Service of any Fozeign 
zince oꝛ State by Sea oꝛ by Land contrary to the true intent and meaning of this his Majeſties 
al Pꝛocla mation, and alſo to Seize upon, take and bzing back all ſuch Perſons afozefaid as 
ſhall endeavour oꝛ attempt to Tranſpozt, oꝛ to Enter oꝛ Liſt him oz themſelves in the Service of 
any Fozeign Pꝛince oz State as afozeſaid, either by Sta oꝛ Land, as they His Majeſties ſaid Otfi⸗ 

*cers, Commanders and Subjects will anſwer the contrary at their utmoſt perils.
